Clarence Kelley does fdready, but not enough. ^ lost his cool on Black Reiw 
spectives on -Uie News under Lee iitiyM's superb questioning, ^lley also made a couple 
of sigiificant admissions then. 

I believe that yo u are aware that '“es and I are friends and working together. 

We have established that there were police end FBI provocateurs in the Invaders who 
caused ths vlolmoe that forced ^r. King to return there. We have been working

I am 
making their planned new whitewash more hazardous. 1 believe they ^ear what the judge 
in this case may do, about their non-complianoe and about our efforts to depose. We 
can, I am confident, accomplish much by depositions. Sven thou^ we have already forced 
the early retirements of the tey agents.

Thsy are really uptight about this suit. Ths fear of exposure and public attention 
miiht persuade them to dlsolose more of the evideiuie they continue to suppress.
